PREFACE 


Alberta  Municipal  Affairs  wishes  each  one  of  you  a smooth  running, 
problem-free  election.  If  problems  are  encountered,  or  clarification  is  required,  do  not 
hesitate  to  contact  Municipal  Services  at  427-2523. 

The  Local  Authorities  Election  Act,  Chapter  L-27.5,  Revised  Statutes  of 
Alberta,  1980,  was  assented  to  June  6,  1983.  The  purpose  of  the  new  legislation  was  to 
standardize  the  election  procedures  for  all  local  authorities  elections  by  including  them 
under  the  one  Statute.  Local  Authorities  include  all  municipalities  and  school  and 
hospital  boards. 

In  1983,  the  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs  compiled  a booklet  entitled 
"Now  That  You’ve  Been  Elected”,  which  served  as  a useful  reference  document  for  newly 
elected  councillors  and  a refresher  document  for  councillors  serving  additional  terms  of 
office. 


This  booklet  is  designed  as  a reference  document  for  all  election  officers 
and  others  who  may  be  involved,  be  they  the  Secretary/Treasurer,  Returning  Officer, 
Deputy,  Election  Clerk,  Constable,  Candidate’s  Agent  or  the  By-Law  Agent. 

The  references  to  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act  are  noted  beside  each 
area  (eg:  s.  14  means  reference  to  section  14  of  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act). 

THIS  IS  AN  INFORMATION  MANUAL  ONLY  AND  HAS  NO  LEGISLATIVE 
SANCTION.  FOR  CERTAINTY,  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  ELECTION  ACT  AND 
OTHER  RELEVANT  STATUTES  AND  REGULATIONS  SHOULD  BE  CONSULTED. 
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IMPORTANT  DATES  TO  REMEMBER 


DEPOSITS  (s.  29) 

- Must  be  authorized  by  a by-law  of  the 
election  authority  not  less  than  30  days 
before  nomination  day. 

NOTICE  OF  NOMINATION  (s.  26) 

- At  least  2 weeks  prior  to  nomination  day. 

NOMINATION  DAY  (s.  25) 

- Shall  be  4 weeks  before  election  day  (10 
A.M.  - 12  Noon) 

NOTICE  OF  ELECTION  (s.  35) 

- At  least  once  a week  in  each  of  the  2 
weeks  prior  to  Election  Day. 

ADVANCE  VOTE  (s.  73) 

- An  elected  authority,  by  resolution,  may 
establish  an  advance  vote  but  no  advance 
vote  shall  be  held  within  24  hours  of  Election 
Day. 

NOTICE  OF  ADVANCE  VOTE  (s.  35  & 74) 

- Publishing  a notice  at  least  1 week  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  advance  vote  in  a newspaper 
circulating  in  the  area. 

- Posting  the  notice  in  at  least  4 conspicuous 
places  in  the  voting  subdivisions  at  least  1 
week  prior  to  the  advance  vote. 

ELECTION  DAY  (s.  10) 

- A General  Election  shall  be  the  3rd  Monday 
in  October. 

- A By-Election  shall  be  the  day  fixed  by 
resolution  of  the  elected  authority. 
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DECLARATION  OF  ELECTION 
RESULTS  (s.  97) 

- At  noon  on  the  4th  day  after  the 
election. 

- The  Returning  Officer  may  publish 
unofficial  results  as  the  results  are  received 
from  the  voting  stations. 

RECOUNT 

-BY  RETURNING  OFFICER  (s.  98) 

If  a candidate  disagrees  with  the  result  of 
the  count  of  votes  he  may  make  application 
during  the  48  hours  immediately  following 
the  closing  of  the  voting  stations.  (The 
Returning  Officer  shall  make  himself 
available  till  8:00  p.m.  on  the  second  day 
following  the  closing  of  the  voting  station). 

-JUDICIAL  RECOUNT  (s.  103) 

- Within  19  days  from  the  close  of  the  voting 
stations  on  election  day. 

ORGANIZATIONAL  MEETING 

- No  later  than  2 weeks  after  the  3rd 
Monday  in  October,  (section  39  - the 
Municipal  Government  Act). 

- No  later  than  6 weeks  following  the  date 
for  receiving  of  nominations,  (section  39  - 
the  School  Act).

14.  APPOINTMENT  OF  ELECTION  a)  Returning  Officer  (s.  12) 

OFFICIALS 

The  elected  authority  is  to  appoint  a 
Returning  Officer.  If  it  fails  to  do  so 
then  the  Secretary  of  an  elected 
authority  is  the  Returning  Officer. 

b)  Deputies,  Election  Clerks,  Constables  and 
Other  Persons  as  Required  (s.  13) 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  appoint 
Deputies,  Election  Clerks,  Constables 
and  other  persons  as  required. 

15.  DESIGNATION  OF  VOTING  a)  The  elected  authority,  by  resolution, 

SUBDIVISION  (s.  36)  may  divide  the  local  jurisdiction  into  voting 

subdivisions. 

b)  The  returning  officer,  if  authorized  by  a 
resolution  of  the  elected  authority,  may 
divide  the  local  jurisdiction  into  voting 
subdivisions. 

c)  If  voting  subdivisions  are  not  established, 
the  area  or  the  ward,  if  there  are  wards,  is 
considered  to  be  one  voting  subdivision. 
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16.  DESIGNATION  OF  VOTING  STATION  a)  Returning  Officer  (s.  13,  37  and  47) 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  establish 
one  voting  station  for  each  voting 
subdivision  and  the  location  may  be 
outside  of  the  boundaries  of  the  area. 

b)  Modified  System 

An  elected  authority  may  apply  for  a 
modified  system  which  would  provide 
for  more  than  one  voting  station  per 
voting  subdivision,  reference  section 
161,  Alberta  Regulation  288/85  and 
amendments  thereto,  and  Information 
Bulletin  6/86. 

17.  LIST  OF  ELECTORS  a)  Election  by  Declaration  (s.  52) 

Each  voter  is  required  to  subscribe  to  a 
declaration,  at  time  of  voting,  that  he  is 
qualified  to  vote. 

b)  Enumeration  (s.  49  through  52) 

The  elected  authority  may,  by  by-law, 
direct  the  Secretary  or  Returning 
Officer  to  prepare  a list  of  electors  who 
are  eligible  to  vote  in  an  election,  but 
the  elector  is  still  required  to  sign  a 
declaration  at  the  voting  station. 
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18.  CASH  DEPOSIT  TO  ACCOMPANY  An  elected  authority  may  by  by-law, 

NOMINATION  (s.  29)  passed  not  later  than  30  days  before 

nomination  day,  require  a cash  deposit  with 
every  nomination.  The  cash  deposit  may  not 
exceed: 

a)  $500  in  a jurisdiction  with  a population 
of  more  than  100,000, 

and 

b)  $100  in  any  other  case. 

(This  by-law  will  remain  in  force  until 
amended  or  repealed). 

19.  FEES  FOR  ELECTION  OFFICERS  The  elected  authority  or  Returning  Officer 

should  establish  fees  payable  to  the  election 
officers  and  rates  payable  for  any  other 
expenses  as  may  be  required  for  conducting 
an  election. 

20.  DECLARATION  OF  OFFICERS  (s.  16)  Each  election  officer  shall  subscribe  to  an 

Oath  of  Office,  in  the  prescribed  form 
before  carrying  out  his  duties  of  office,  ie: 
Returning  Officer,  Deputy,  Election  Clerk, 
Constable  and  any  others. 
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NOTICE  OF  ELECTION 

21.  ELECTION  (s.  35) 

If  more  than  the  required  number  of  persons 
for  any  office  remain  nominated  24  hours 
after  the  close  of  nominations,  the  returning 
officer  shall  declare  that  an  election  shall  be 
held  for  the  filling  of  that  office. 

22.  NOTICE  (s.  35) 

If  an  election  is  required,  the  returning 
officer  shall  give  notice  of  it  in  the 
prescribed  form  (Form  4 - Page  131.0). 

i)  by  publishing  a notice  at  least  once  a 
week  in  each  of  the  2 weeks  before 
election  day  in  a newspaper  circulating 
in  the  area,  or 

ii)  if  there  is  no  newspaper  circulating 
in  the  area,  by 

(a)  mailing  a notice  to  each 
elector  at  least  2 weeks  before 
election  day,  or 

(b)  causing  announcements  to  be 
made  on  at  least  3 days  on  a 
radio  or  television  station, 
received  in  the  area,  the  first  of 
which  shall  be  made  at  least  2 
weeks  before  election  day  and 
the  last  one  not  less  than  3 days 
before  election  day,  or 
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(e)  posting  the  notice  in  at  least  4 
widely  separated  and  conspicuous 
places  in  the  area  at  least  2 
weeks  before  election  day. 

or  by  more  than  1 of  the  above  methods 
and  as  many  additional  times  as  he 
considers  desirable. 
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PRIOR  TO  ADVANCE  VOTE 

23.  AUTHORIZE  ADVANCE  VOTE  (s.  73)  An  elected  authority  may  by  resolution 


24.  NOTICE  OF  ADVANCE  VOTE 
(s.  74  & 35) 

provide  for  holding  an  advance  vote. 

No  advance  vote  may  be  held  within  24  hours 
of  election  day. 

Notice  for  an  advance  vote  must  be  given 
in  the  same  form  as  prescribed  under  section 
35  by: 

(a)  publishing  the  notice  at  least  1 week 
before  the  date  set  for  the  advance  vote 
in  a newspaper  circulating  in  the  area,  or 

(b)  posting  the  notice  in  at  least  4 widely 
separated  and  conspicuous  places  in  the 
voting  subdivision  at  least  1 week  before 
the  date  set  for  the  advance  vote 

or  by  both  publishing  and  posting  the  notice 
and  the  notice  may  be  published  and  posted 
as  many  additional  times  as  the  returning 
officer  considers  desirable. 
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25.  QUALIFICATIONS  (s.  76)  To  vote  at  any  advance  vote,  an  elector 

(a)  must  have  reason  to  believe  he  will  be 
absent  during  the  time  fixed  for  the 
election, 

(b)  must  be  physically  unable  to  attend  at 
the  regular  voting  station,  or 

(c)  must  be  an  election  officer  who  has 
been  provided  with  a certificate  by  the 
returning  officer  entitling  him  to  vote 
under  section  83(3)  or  83(3.1). 

26.  PROCEDURE  (s.  75)  Same  procedure  as  on  election  day  except 

that  when  ballot  box  is  locked  at  the  opening 
of  the  first  day  of  the  advance  vote,  it  shall 
be  kept  locked  and  sealed  at  all  times  until 
the  close  of  the  voting  stations  on  election 
day. 
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NOMMAHON  PROCEDURE 


27.  NOTICE  OF  NOMINATION  (s.  26)  A.  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  at  least  2 

weeks  prior  to  nomination  day,  publish  a 
notice  of  nomination  day  and  of  the 
location  of  the  local  jurisdiction  office 
in  the  prescribed  form  at  least  once  in  a 
newspaper  circulating  in  the  area. 

If  there  is  no  newspaper  circulating  in 
the  area,  by 

i)  mailing  a notice  to  each  elector, 
or 

ii)  having  it  announced  on  radio  or 
television  on  at  least  3 
consecutive  days,  or 

iii)  posting  a notice  in  at  least  4 
widely  separated  and  conspicuous 
places  in  the  area, 

or  by  more  than  1 of  the  above  and  as 
many  additional  times  as  deemed 
desirable. 

B.  The  notice  of  nomination  should  indicate 
a cash  deposit  must  accompany  the 
nomination,  if  such  is  the  case. 
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C.  The  notice  of  nomination  should  also 
indicate  where  the  nomination  papers 
are  available. 

28.  NOMINATION  DAY  (s.  25)  4 weeks  before  Election  Day. 

29.  NOMINATIONS  (s.  28  through  31)  Must  be  received  at  the  local  jurisdiction’s 

office  (location  stated  in  notice  under 
section  26)  between  the  hours  of  10:00  a.m. 
and  12  Noon  on  nomination  day,  and  if 
authorized  by  by-law,  accompanied  by  a cash 
deposit  (certified  cheque,  money  order,  or 
cash). 

Where  the  number  of  persons  nominated  is 
less  than  the  number  required,  then 
nominations 

i)  stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day 
from  10:00  A.M.  to  12  Noon 

ii)  and  shall  continue  to  be 
adjourned  in  the  same  manner 
until  sufficient  nominations  have 
been  received  or  a period  of  6 
days  including  nomination  day  has 
elapsed. 
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iii)  where  sufficient  nominations 
have  not  been  received  the 
Secretary  shall  immediately 
notify  the  Minister. 

iv)  if  a system  of  wards  is  in  effect 
only  an  elector  who  is  a resident 
of  the  ward  for  which  a candidate 
for  election  is  being  nominated 
may  sign  the  nomination  of  the 
candidate. 

30.  FORM  OF  NOMINATION 
(s.  27) 


Where  such  a by-law  has  been  passed,  a 
nomination  form  is  not  valid  nor  shall  it  be 
acted  upon  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the 
deposit.  An  incompleted  nomination  form  is 
not  acceptable. 

IT  IS  NOT  THE  RETURNING  OFFICER’S 
RESPONSIBILITY  TO  RULE  ON  THE 
VALIDITY  OF  THE  INFORMATION 
CONTAINED  IN  THE  NOMINATION 
PAPER.  However,  he  may  point  out  known 
discrepancies.  The  responsibility  lies  with  a 
Judge  if  the  election  or  nomination  is 
challenged  by  an  elector. 


Every  nomination  shall  be  in  the 
prescribed  form  and,  if  it  has  been 
established  by  by-law,  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the  cash  deposit  (Form  3 - Page  130.0). 
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31.  WARD  SYSTEM 

The  council  of  a City  may,  by  by-law,  divide 
the  City  into  wards,  (section  28  - The 
Municipal  Government  Act). 

The  Board  of  a school  jurisdiction,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Minister,  by  resolution,  may 
provide  for  a ward  system,  (section  9 - The 
School  Act). 

If  there  are  wards  in  a municipality,  council, 
by  by-law,  may  provide  for  the  nomination 
of  candidates  for  council  by  wards  and  for 
the  election  of  candidates  by  the  general 
vote  of  the  electors,  (not  less  than  30  days 
prior  to  nomination  day,  section  47). 

32.  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  A CANDIDATE 

(s.  21)  Refer  to  paragraph  36. 


33.  INELIGIBILITY  OF  A CANDIDATE 

(s.  22) 

Refer  to  paragraph  37. 

34.  WITHDRAWAL  OF  NOMINATION 
(s.  32) 

If  more  nominations  have  been  received 
than  there  are  vacancies,  a candidate  may, 
in  writing,  to  the  Returning  Officer, 
withdraw  his  name  as  a candidate  for  the 
office  he  was  nominated  to  fill.  The 
withdrawal  must  be  made  within  24  hours 
after  the  close  of  nominations. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  refuse  to  accept 
withdrawals  which  would  reduce  the  number 
of  candidates  below  the  number  of  vacancies. 
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35.  NOMINATIONS  EQUAL  VACANCIES  When  the  number  of  persons  nominated 
(s.  34)  equals  the  number  to  be  elected,  the 

Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  persons 
nominated  as  elected. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  notify  the 
Secretary  and  the  relevant  Deputy  Minister 
in  writing,  of  the  persons  elected  to  the 
offices  to  be  filled.  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  deliver  the  nomination  papers  and  other 
related  materials  to  the  Secretary. 
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QUALIFICATIONS  OF  A CANDIDATE 

36.  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  A The  qualifications  of  a candidate 

CANDIDATE  (s.  21)  are: 

is  eligible  to  vote  in  that  election 

resident  of  the  local  jurisdiction  and  the 
ward,  if  any,  for  the  6 consecutive 
months  immediately  preceeding 
nomination  day 

is  not  otherwise  ineligible  or  disqualified. 

in  a city,  a candidate  is  not  required  to 
be  a resident  of  the  ward,  but  must  be  a 
resident  of  the  city. 
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INELIGIBILITY  OF  A CANDIDATE 

37.  INELIGIBILITY  OF  A A person  is  not  eligible  to  be 

CANDIDATE  (s.  22)  nominated  as  a candidate  if  on  nomination 

day  he: 

a)  is  a judge  of  a court. 

b)  is  an  undischarged  bankrupt. 

c)  is  a surety  for  an  appointed  official  or 
employee  of  the  elected  authority. 

d)  is  the  auditor  for  the  elected  authority. 

e)  is  an  appointed  official  or  employee  of 
the  elected  authority. 

f)  is  indebted  for  taxes  for  more  than 
$50.00  except  current  taxes  or  if  a 
consolidation  agreement  is  entered  into. 

g)  is  indebted  to  the  elected  authority  in 
excess  of  $50.00  for  any  debt. 

h)  is  a party  to  a subsisting  contract  with 
the  elected  authority. 

i)  has  a pecuniary  interest,  direct  or 
indirect,  in  a subsisting  contract  with 
the  elected  authority.

(e)  the  offices  of  members  of  a nursing  home  district  board. 

(2)  The  names  of  the  candidates  for

(d)  the  offices  of  members  of  a hospital  district  board; 

(e)  the  offices  of  members  of  a nursing  home  district  board; 

shall  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in  the  prescribed  form. 

(3)  Every  ballot  used  in  an  election  for  a member  of  an  elected 
authority  or  district  board  shall  contain  a brief  explanatory  note  stating 
the  maximum  number  of  candidates  who  can  be  voted  for  in  order  not 
to  make  the  ballot  void. 

(4)  Every  ballot  used  in  an  election  for  mayor  shall  contain  a brief 
explanatory  note  stating  that  the  ballot  shall  not  be  marked  for  more 
than  1 candidate.”

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ELECTORS 

(Section  45) 


Each  person  must  be  eligible  to  vole  in  an  election.  The  eligibility  requirements  are  set  out  in  section  47(1)  of  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act  which  provides  as  follows: 

"47(1)  A person  is  eligible  to  vote  in  an  election  held  pursuant  to  this  Act  if  he 

(a)  is  at  least  18  years  old,  (b)  is  a Canadian  citizen,  and  . , . 

(c)  has  resided  in  Alberta  for  the  6 consecutive  months  immediately  preceding  election  day  and  is  resident  in  the  area  on  election  day 

unless  another  enactment  requires  him  to  be  a proprietary  elector." 

A proprietary  elector  is  an  elector  whose  name  appears  on  the  assessment  roll  in  respect  of  land  liable  lo  assessment  and  taxation  for  general  municipal  purposes  or  is  an  elector  who  is  liable  for 
payment  of  a mobile  unit  license  to  the  municipality. 

The  rules  of  residence  are  set  out  in  section  48  of  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act  which  provides  as  follows: 

"48(1)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  place  of  residence  is  governed  by  the  following  rules: 

(a)  the  residence  of  a person  is  the  true,  fixed,  permanent  home  or  lodging  place  lo  which,  when  he  is  absent,  he  has  the  intention  of  returning; 

(b)  a person  does  not  lose  his  residence  by  leaving  his  home  for  a temporary  purpose; 

(c)  il  a person  leaves  the  area  with  the  intention  of  making  his  residence  elsewhere,  he  loses  his  residence  within  the  area; 

(d)  the  place  where  a person's  family  resides  is  deemed  lo  be  his  place  of  residence  unless  he  takes  up  or  continues  his  abode  in  some  other  place  with  the  intention  of  remaining 


Je?  the  residence  of  a single  person  is  the  place  where  he  occupies  a room  as  a regular  lodger  or  to  which  he  habitually  returns  not  having  any  other  permanent  lodging  place; 
(0  a (icrson  is  deemed  not  lo  have  a residence  in  more  than  one  place  and  if  he  maintains  residences  within  the  boundaries  of  more  than  one  ward  or  voting  subdivision 
he  must  declare  one  as  his  residence  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  A person  who  is  a separate  school  supporter  or  public  school  supporter  pursuant  lo  the  School  Act  is  deemed  to  be  a resident  of  the  separate  school  district  or  a resident  ol  the 
public  school  district,  as  the  case  may  be." 

Upon  declaring  his  eligibility  at  a voting  station,  an  elector  will  be  provided  with  the  appropriate  ballots. 

A PERSON  MAY  ONLY  VOTE  ONCE  IN  AN  ELECTION. 

On  receiving  the  ballots  the  elector  shall  forthwith  proceed  into  the  voting  compartment  provided  and  shall  mark  each  of  the  ballots  by  placing  an  X onthenghthandside  Wte  ffie mame  o 
the  candidate  ol  his  choice.  Each  ballot  shall  only  be  marked  lor  the  number  of  candidates  who  can  be  voted  for.  Marking  the  ballot  for  more  than  the  number  of  candidates  who  can  be  voted  tor 
will  make  the  ballot  void. 

In  the  case  of  a ballot  for  a by-law  or  question,  the  elector  shall  place  an  "X”  opposite  "For"  or  "Against”  or  opposite  "Yes  or  No.  , 

After  marking  the  ballot  the  elector  shall  fold  the  ballot  so  as  to  conceal  the  names  of  the  candidates  or  the  by:law  or  question  and  the  marks  on  the  face  of  Hie i ballot  JJ 

officer  issuing  the  ballot  at  the  voting  station  and,  immediately  after  leaving  the  voting  compartment,  shall  without  delay  and  without  showing  the  front  to  anyone  deliver  the  ballot  so  folded  to  the 
officers  supervising  at  the  ballot  box.  _ . , ...  . . , , , 

An  elector  who  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  his  ballot  in  a manner  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently  used  as  a ballot,  may,  on  returning  it  to  the  deputy  returning  officer  and  on  establishing  the  fact  of 
his  inadvertence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  deputy  returning  officer,  receive  another  ballot. 

If  a ballot  is  torn,  defaced  or  otherwise  dealt  with  by  an  elector  so  that  the  elector  can  be  identified,  the  ballot  is  void  and  shall  not  be  counted.

(a)  "Act”  means  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act; 

(b)  ’’non-removable  tape’’  means  a tape  with  adhesive  on  one  side  of  sufficient 
strength  that  it  may  not  be  removed  from  a cardboard  ballot  box  without  being  cut 
or  without  defacing  the  cardboard  ballot  box. 

2 Each  ballot  box  shall  be  made  of  durable  material,  be  provided  with  a locking  device 
and  be  constructed  so  that  the  ballots  can  be  deposited  in  it  but  not  withdrawn  unless  the 
box  is  unlocked. 

3 An  elected  authority  may  use  cardboard  ballot  boxes  to  conduct  an  election  if  they 

(a)  are  constructed  of  175  pound  test  or  heavier,  cardboard, 

(b)  have  a slot  on  the  top  to  allow  the  deposit  of  ballots, 

(e)  have  flags  at  2 ends  which,  when  closed  and  taped,  prevent  the  removal  of 
ballots  without  the  cardboard  ballot  boxes  first  being  opened,  and 

(d)  have  a minimum  dimensions  when  closed  of  approximately:  width  22 
centimetres,  length  36  centimetres,  and  height  36  centimetres,  in  accordance  with 
Schedule  1. 
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4 A cardboard  ballot  box  used  at  an  election  shall  be  locked  and  sealed  by  taping  as 
follows: 

(a)  a piece  of  non-removable  tape  at  least  43  centimetres  long,  3 centimetres  wide 
and  red  in  colour  shall  be  applied  to  each  end  of  the  cardboard  ballot  box  after  the 
cardboard  box  flaps  have  been  closed,  and 

(b)  the  non-removable  tape  shall  cover  the  intersection  of  the  closed  flaps  so  that  it 
prevents  the  flaps  from  being  opened  without  first  cutting  the  non-removable  tape. 

5 When  it  is  necessary  to  open  a cardboard  ballot  box  to  count  or  recount  ballots,  only 
1 end  of  the  cardboard  ballot  box  shall  be  opened  and  it  shall  be  opened  by  cutting  the 
non-removable  tape. 

6(1)  Following  the  count  of  the  ballots  the  open  end  of  the  cardboard  ballot  box  shall  be 
taped  with  a piece  of  non-removable  tape,  green  in  colour,  of  the  size  and  in  the  manner 
described  in  section  3,  but  an  additional  piece  of  green  non-removable  tape,  shall  be 
placed  over  the  slot  for  the  deposit  of  ballots  so  that  no  further  material  may  be  placed 
in  the  cardboard  ballot  box. 

(2)  Following  the  recount  of  ballots  the  open  end  of  the  cardboard  ballot  box  shall  be 
taped  in  the  manner  described  in  subsection  (1),  but  an  additional  piece  of  green 
non-removable  tape  at  least  10  centimetres  long,  shall  be  placed  on  the  end  of  the 
cardboard  ballot  box  that  has  been  retaped  at  right  angles  to  the  red  non-removable  tape 
and  the  green  non-removable  tapes. 

7 The  Alternative  Ballot  Box  Regulation  (Alta.  Reg.  231/83)  is  repealed.
